Kidd, whoro sho Hpont tho night, she
showed indlcationH of b<-ing undor thc
inltuonco of the whiskey. hhe was
carrlod from tho carrlage to bed by
MIhh Kidd.

Strothor, nnd thls physlclan found
MIhh Lovlng Bufferlng from tl.ffectn
or iho whiskey. Ho f<-it her pulbe,
presopibed for hor, and loft.

Th>-v belleve he should be
ptlnlshed for murder. and will prevofit
tho use of a plo;i of the "unwrltten law,"
lf lt b« posslble.

HE HAD BRED MANY WINNERS

Robert ]5rad1cy Was Known

Throughout tlie Entire Coun¬
try by Horscmen.

Mr. Robert Brndley, wldely known
ns "Virglnla" Bradley, dled at hls
home, "Oreonway," nenr Wllcox Wharf,
ln Charles Clty county, about 1 o'clorlc
yesterday mornlng. Thli funeral sor-

vlcos wlll tako placo from tho resldenco
to-day at 12 o'clock, nm) tho burlal
wlll be In iho old fanilly burylng-
ground ln Now Kont county. Ilo Is
survlved by hls wlfe, who was Mlss
Martha A. llubbard, of Charles Clty
county.
Mr. Bradley was wldely known, both

ln Virglnla and throughout tho coun¬

try, as a broedor and racer of thor-
oughbretl horses, many of hls horses
having made natlonal records.
He was one of thc most prominent

antl bi*Ht b'-loved cltlzehs of Charles
City County, ns well as ono of tho most
popular turfinen ln this country.

His Long Career.
Me was born In Xow Kent county

In 1X35, nnd wns rn'^d on tho home
plnre. He entered the Confcdcrato
Army nt thc. beginning of tho war.

sorvlng gallantly during the entiro con-
llict. After the war he lived ln hl.=
native county untll tho early seven-
tles, when ho moved to Charles Clty
county, purrhaslng the old estate
known ns Grec-nway, which had beer
the rosldence of Governor John Tylei
and was tho blrthplace of lils son
President John Tyler.
Shortly after Mr. Bradley's moving

to Greonway ho commenced hls careei
ns a turfman. Hls flrst hcyse of any
noto wns Starllght. a. son of Deucallon
With hlm Mr. Bradloy ran many races
over tho Virglnla raco-tracks.
Following up hls successes, he begar

attendlng the ineets at tho groat West¬
ern ancl Eastern tracks, and beginninjB
wlth only a few horses, Increased hls
stablo until for more than twenty yeari
he has been ono of the bost knowr
and most successful turfmen ln thi;
country.
When tho wlnter racing was it: vogue

In New Vork, Jlr. Bradley won a smnl
fortuno wlth his grent horso BUtzen
whoso remarkable performances wor
for hlm the sohrlquet of the "Iror
Horse": but tho greatest trlumph oi
the Virglnla turfman's llfe was wher
his colt, Robert Waddell, won the
great Amerlcan Derby nt Chicago li
1901. This colt was bred and trainet
nt Greenway, and was tho Bon of Aloha
out of Vlrglo, and but for an untlmclj
accident would. havo mado a careei
that would havo classod hlm amont
the great stake horses of thls country
Mr. Bradley also raced hls stable a*

New Orleans and ln Canada, besldoi
at one time having horses at thc
trarks in Callfornla.
Many years ngo ho began to give

attentlon to tho breeding of thorough-
breds, and has owned ln tho nelghbor'
liood of a hundred head on hls dif¬
ferent broodlng farms.

Startle. Prospor, BUtzen, Alohn
Milan ancl Masac are among tho bes
stnlllons kopt ln tho stud at Green
way during tho yoars Mr. Bradley hai
been ralsing colts. Of nll of thoso
Aloha has proved hlmself by far tlu
bost slro.
BUtzen, Traverser, Peter Paul ant

Boney Boy wero among othor famoui
horses ralsod and tralned at tho Crocn
way stablps.

Mr. Bradloy was a well-known flguri
nl tho Bennlng and Wnshington sprinj
meets, nnd untll the past yeyir ha.'
hardly missod a nieetlng. About i
year ngo ho suffered a siroko of pa
ralysls, from whlcli ho nevor recov
ored, and for somo months past he hai
been under the almost dally caro o
hls physicians.

Tribute of a Friend.
An intltnato friend of Mr. Bradloj

spoke of hlm as "tho most unlquo char
acter on tho Amerlcan turf, ono wln
was bravo, sympnthetic, unrlght nnt
fenrloss." Hls trnlnlng mothods wer.
all hls own, hls spoolaltles ln raistm
and training somo of hls horsos belni
qulte unlque. Ho was known to hl
nelghbors ln Charles Clty and Nov
Kent countles as a good man, n klni
friond, a dovotod husband, and on<
who dlspensod n gonerous old Vlr
ginta hospltullty at hls homo, Groon
way,
Thoro wlll no doubt ho a largo at

tendnneo of tho pooplo of tho nelgh
hootl at his funorort-r thls mornlng.

MUST NOT ATTACK
RAILROAD CREDIT

To Do So Checks Development,
Declares President

Finlcy.

ALL ROADS MUST BORROW

Hostile Legislatlon, in Its Final
Aualysis, Injurcs Public,

He Says.

MOB1LE, ALA., Aprll 25..President
W. AV. Flnley, of the Southern Rall-
way. dellvered an nddress thls after¬
noon before a large number of rcpre-
Hentatlvo buslness men undor tho
ausplcoa of the Mobllo Commerclai
Club. Ue wa» Introduced hy Vlco-
Presldent E. L. Runsoll, of the Mohlie
und Ohlo Kailroad. I'resldent Flnley,
Faid ln part:
"Tho commerce of tho Unlted States,

wlth' tho Batln-Amoiban eountrlos, Is
now. growlng more rapidly than that
with any other part of thc world. and
the completlon of the Panama Canal
will glve a great Impetus to the de¬
velopment of all the countries Houth
of tho Klo Orande.
"There aro only two wnyH of reachlng

marketH.rall and water. Nelthor
sufilclont alone. Water transportation
is no tadeqimto for Interlor comerc
nor by ltself for coastwtso or for
forelgn commerce. Rall transportation
must stop at the shores of the son.

"It would be Just as loglcal for the
people to nrray themselves agalnst
water transportation, or to undertake
to hamper nnd crlpplo It, as lt Is for
thom to array themselves ngalnyt rail¬
roads and to favor success whlch will
hamper and crlpplo them.

"I thlnk It Ih npparent that any pub¬
llc pollcy toward tho railroads whlch
llmltH t'helr power to Incroaso their
fnclltles and their carryng capacity
to keep paoe wlth or to oven antlci-
pate the actlve productlon of th" South¬
ern people Ih doHtructlvo of tho bost
interests.of the vltal Interests.ot the
people themselves.

"It Is unnecessary to polnt out to
Intellitfont buslness men that lhe pow¬
er of railroads to Incroaso tholr faoill-
tloR Is dependent upon their earning
capacty and thoir credlt. or that tholr
credit ls dependent upon Hlistained
earning capacity.
The roods cannot expeet to earn

enough from thf¦r currerit operations
to provlde themselves with the faclll¬
tlos nhsolutely ossential in the Interest
of our peopie. The money must be
borrowed.

"I do not believe that wlth a full
knowledge of the facts and wlth a full
appreclation of the destructlvo conse-
quences to the railroads. to their reve-
nuea. and to their capacity io servo the
publlc. olthor the Governor or tho Leg-
iRlature would have favored th« legls¬
latlon In questlon. and when tho true
facts are known, I have supreme con¬
fidence that the courRo of thls company
and of the other Alabama carriers will
be upheld by the cons'-rvatlve, and fcf
the sense of Justice and right."

CAR SHORTAGE SERIOUS.

Stuyvesant Fish Calls It Real
Railroad Evil of the Day.

CHICAGO, Aprll "25..Stuyvesant
Fish, former president of tho Illlnols
Central. and now dlrector and member
of the executive committee of thc Mls-
sourl Paclflc and Iron Mountain roads,
was In Chlcago yesterday to attend the
meeting of thc American Railway As¬
soclatlon.
"Tho atvncsphero has' cleared greatly

becauso of tht- sltimp In Wall Street."
said Mr. Fish. "It was bound to come.
It was inevitahle. and I was severely
criticized when I predlcted it. The
greatest probl-m before transportation
companies ls how to provlde cars for
tho nicvement of the prosperous crop.
and tho general buslness. as I do not
see any recesslon in sight for a year
or two, at least. The determinatlon of
railroads not to mako any extensive
improvements ln the matter of new

road may affoct the iron and steel
market to some extcnt, but I seo no

causo for nlarm.

"I am In favor of much of It, but
against nnvthing that will hurt the
credlt of tho railroads. No rallroad
can borrow money under tho present
conditions."

Had Long Chat at tlie White
House, But Was Sllent

Aftcrward.

CONSPIRACY DINNER MAN

Pennsylvanla .Senator Givcs Fur¬
thcr Denial Tliat Hc Was

in Combination.

WASHINGTON, D. C. Aprll 26..Sen-
r.tor Penrose, of Pennsylvanla, whoso
namo has been ,fr_ely mentloned In
connectlon wlth the glving away nt a
dinner of the detalls of an alleged con-
splracy agalnst President Uiosevclt,
wns a visltor at tho Whlte Houso to¬
day. Thls Is Senntor Penrose's llrst
vislt to the Whlte House slnce tho pub¬
lication, whlcli ho donled a clay of two
afterward.
When the Senntor came out he was

Immedlntely surrounded by a group of
nctvspdper men. The Senator was not
at all communtcattvo, nnd declared
ngnln antl ngnln ho had nothlng to say
of any consequence.

"Wlia,t was tho object ot your vislt.
Sonnt..r'.'"

"It was purely social. I hnd a vory
blce vlsit."

"Dltl you expltiln to tho President
why tho Pennsylvanla Leglslaturo ro-
fusetl to lntlorso hlm for n thlrd term?"

"I dltl not."
"What do you thlnk of tho thlrd-

term proposltlon?"
"Don't thlnk."
Whlle Senntor Penrose was at tho

exeentlvo ofllees. Senator Jonathau
BbUrne, of Oregon, came ln. He went
direct to Soeretary Loeb's nfriee. Sena¬
tor Bourno, It has been commonly re¬
portod, was tho bost at the dlnnor at
Whtch the detalls of tho so-enlled con-
splracy agathst tho President were stihl
to have been glven out. Senator
Hourne saw the President nfter Mr.
Penrose hnd left. Ho declared. how¬
evor, that thero had not been any
conference botween the President,
Senator Penrose ancl lilmself, antl that
he had not seen Mr. Penrose during
hls vislt to tho Whlto Houso.
Later President Roosevelt discussetl

natlonal pollcles and some of tho busi¬
ness of the Bepubllcan Natlonal Com¬
mltteo wlth Its actlng chalrman, Har¬
ry S. New, who remalned wlth the
President somo time. Wlth the news-
paper men, Mr. New would not talk
politics.
Reprcsentatlvii Burton. of Ohlo, who

nccoinpnnlevl Secretary Taft on his re¬
cent trlp to the Pnnuma Canal and tho
West Indlos, talked with tho I'resldent
for somo time to-day. Mr. Burton
scouted the suggestlon tliat polltlc.
were considered.

MOB MOTORMAN
FOR BOY'S DEATH

Infuriated Passcngers Beaten
Back When Police Reservcs

Arrived.
NEW YORK, Aprll 25..The slght of

the horrlbly muttlutcd body of a slx-
teen-year-old boy, who had boen
ground to death under Its whools, to-
night transformod the pussengers of a
Coney lsland surface cnr Into a mnd-
dened mob, which would havo killeci
tho motormnn but for the arrlval of
pollco reservcs, who clubbed tho In¬
furiated men back. The car, opor-
ated by George Decker, was moving
through Franklin Avenuo. Brooklyn,
when Edward Kelly, ln play. ran oul
of a sldo streot onto the track. The
car struck hlm and ho fell ln such a

positlon that tho wheels severed his
head ancl legs. As tho car stopped
abruptly Its pussengers swuimed out.
An Instant later they ventetl their
rage upon tho motorman, who
was dragged from the platform. thrown
on tho pavement antl trampled upon.
Ho wns llnally rescued by tho pollco
and hurried to a hospital. He may dle.

NEW YORK, Aprll 25..If tho plans
of tho Unlted Daughters of the Con-
federaey do not mlscarry, nionu-
ments to thoso daughters of tho South
whoso heroisni ancl devotion fornis
ono of tho brlghtest pages of tho Clvll
War wlll soon stand ln tho capitals of
thirteen origlnal Statos.
Tho Idea orlglnated with Genernl

Irvino Walker, of Charleston, and was
announced by tho prosldont of tho New
York Chapter, of tho Unlted Daugh¬
ters of tho Confcderacy, Mrs. Jamc3
Henry Parker, at tho annual luneheon
of that body hold to-day at tho Ho¬
tel Astor. The thlrteon Statos wlll
bo Invlted to plnco casts of tho origl¬
nal statuo or group In their capitals.

LOTTERY MAN GIVES BOND

One of tlie ulteiidunts of the
church neoldenuilly dlscovorod tho man
hidden in a confessional box. lOckod tlio
tloor and called the police. Later thvee
otlicr anarohlsts, slrhllarly armod, wero
arrested ln the vlclnlty of the ohurch,
Two of the latter admittod that thoy
wore Prench anarcnists. Th authorlyes
are convlnced that Iho prlsoners woro en-

gaged ln a plot to aasasslnato tho Prince.
Prlnco Albert is tho son or

the luto Cnunt of Plandors, bro¬
ther of Klng Leopold. Ho was
born April X. 18TB; and wns mar¬
ried October 2. 1000, to Prlnooss l-.llz-
abeth, of Bavaria. On November 9th lnst
Prince Albert was ntllel.tlly deelaied the
successor of Klns Leopold as aovorelgn
of the. Congo Intiepenilent State.
